Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-5,7,8, and 11-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims 1,2, and 11, for example, which include 
The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
independent claims 1, 2, and 1 1, for example, which include, an unpolarized 
beamsplitter (UBS) having an internal beam-splitting coating that is designed to 
approximate the condition such that " sr - ^sr- = ^ pr- ^pr- " wherein ^ sr is the 
phase introduced by UBS for S-polarized light reflected from front side, ^'sr- is the 
phase introduced by UBS for S-polarized light reflected from rear side, ^ pr is the 
phase introduced by the UBS for P-polarized light reflected from front side, and ^pk is 
the phase introduced by UBS for P-polarized reflected from rear side and combining 
first beam of light and a second beam of light produce an interference pattern.
